Demographics of Primary school age group within the ACT 


At 30 June 2009, the estimated resident population of the ACT Primary school age group was 33,300 
people, a decrease of 900 (-2.6%) since 30 June 2004. In the five years to June 2009, the Primary 
school age group has declined an average of 0.5% per year, compared to an average annual increase 


of 1.7% for the total ACT population. 


At 30 June 2009, the Primary school age group made up 9.5% of the total population for ACT. This was 
lower than the national proportion of 10.0%. 


Using Series B (Footnote 1) to project the population of people in the Primary school age group, 2008 is 
the projected low and this age group is projected to increase each year after. From 2007-09, the 
estimated resident population is slightly higher than the projected population. Population projections, 
with base year from 2006, are not expected to reach the equivalent estimated resident population of 30 
June 1999 until 2015.

In the five years to 30 June 2009, the population of the Primary school age group of Gungahlin-Hall 
SSD grew by 1,000 people, North Canberra SSD by 200 and Woden Weston SSD by 100, while 
Tuggeranong SSD fell by 2,000 people and Belconnen SSD by 100. Gungahlin-Hall SSD had the 
highest average annual growth of 4.6% for the five years to June 2009, while Tuggeranong SSD 
decreased by 3.5% on average per year. 


For 30 June 2009, Tuggeranong SSD (30.0%) had the largest proportion of people in the Primary 
school age group in the ACT. This was followed by Belconnen SSD (25.3%), Woden Weston SSD 
(15.5%), Gungahlin-Hall SSD (14.9%), North Canberra SSD (8.9%) and South Canberra SSD (5.4%). 
Tuggeranong SSD (38.6%) had largest proportion of Primary school age group in the ACT as at June 
1999. Followed by Belconnen SSD (25.9%), Woden Weston SSD (15.2%), North Canberra SSD 
(7.9%), Gungahlin-Hall SSD (6.6%) and South Canberra SSD (5.7%).

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Some quick facts on the Primary school age group for each SSD in the ACT: 


North Canberra's population fluctuated between 2,800 and 3,000 people from 1999 to 2009. 
South Canberra's population decreased by 200 people from 1999 to 2009. 

Woden Weston's population reached a ten year low in 2005 before growth from 2006. 
Belconnen's population decreased each year from 2000 to 2006 before growth from 2007. 
Tuggeranong's population decreased each year from 1999 to 2009. 

Gungahlin-Hall's population increased each year from 1999 to 2009. 


Demographics of Secondary school age group within the ACT 


At 30 June 2009, the ACT Secondary school age group numbered 27,200 people, a decrease of 800 
(-2.8%) since 30 June 2004. Between June 2004 and 2009, the population in this age group decreased 
by an average of 0.6% per year. In comparison, the ACT total population increased 1.7% on average 
per year over this period. 


At 30 June 2009, the Secondary school age group made up 7.7% of the total population of the ACT. 
This was lower than the national proportion of 8.0%. 


Using Series B (Footnote 1), the population of the Secondary school age group is projected to continue 
in decrease to a low in 2016. From 2007-09, the estimated resident population is slightly lower than 
projected population estimates. Population projections are not expected to reach the equivalent 
estimated resident population of 30 June 1999 until 2021.

In the five years to 30 June 2009, the population of the Secondary school age group of Gungahlin-Hall 
SSD grew by 1,000 people, while Tuggeranong SSD fell by 900 people, Belconnen SSD fell by 700, 
Woden Weston SSD fell by 100 and South Canberra SSD by 100. North Canberra SSD remained the 
unchanged. Gungahlin-Hall SSD had the highest average annual growth of 8.3% for the five years to 
June 2009, while both Tuggeranong SSD and Belconnen SSD decreased by 1.9% on average per year. 


As at 30 June 2009, Tuggeranong SSD (32.5%) had the largest proportion of people of Secondary 
school age group in the ACT. This was followed by Belconnen SSD (24.8%), Woden Weston SSD 
(15.2%), Gungahlin-Hall SSD (11.4%), North Canberra SSD (9.6%) and South Canberra SSD (6.5%). 
Tuggeranong SSD (33.9%) had the largest proportion of people of the Secondary school age group in 
the ACT as at 30 June 1999. This was followed by Belconnen SSD (29.2%), Woden Weston SSD 
(16.2%), North Canberra SSD (9.4%), South Canberra SSD (6.5%) and Gungahlin-Hall SSD (4.7%).

Some quick facts on the Secondary school age group for each SSD in the ACT: 


Both North Canberra's and South Canberra's population remained steady. 

=» Both Woden Weston's and Belconnen's population has steadily decreased since 1999. 

= Tuggeranong's population went through a period of growth reaching a high in 2003 before a 
steadily declining. 

= Gungahlin-Hall's population continues to grow at a steady rate. 


Births registered as ACT residents 


In 1998, there were 4,000 births registered as ACT residents. Between 1998 and 2005, ACT resident 
births have fluctuated between 3,900 and 4,200 births registered each year. Since 2005, the numbers 
of births have increased to reach a high of 4,800 births in 2008.

Between 1998 and 2008, Gungahlin-Hall (+90.9%) had the largest increase in births, which is related to 
the growth in the population of the SSD and the number of women of reproductive-age. North Canberra 
(+54.6%), South Canberra (+40.3%), Belconnen (+33.7%) and Woden Weston (+20.3%) also had 
increases, while Tuggeranong (-17.1%) decreased.

Some quick facts on the births for each SSD in the ACT: 


= Births of North Canberra residents increased gradually since 2000. 

= Births of South Canberra residents remained steady over the period from 1998 to 2005 before 
increasing to a ten year high in 2008. 

= Births of Woden Weston residents remained steady over the period from 1998 to 2008. 

a Births of Belconnen residents were steady between 1998 and 2004 but had risen in recent years 
before declining in 2008. 

= Births of Tuggeranong residents had been steadily declining till 2005 but have since increased. 

= Births of Gungahlin-Hall residents have continued to grow at a steady rate. 


Looking forward 


While demographics of the younger population are changing throughout the ACT, the numbers of both 
primary and secondary aged group is projected to increase beyond the levels of 10 years ago. 
Established SSDs, such as North and South Canberra, are remaining steady while Tuggeranong and 
Belconnen are experiencing declines. The demographics of the younger population in the ACT will 
continue to change with the introduction of more and more suburbs being developed. The ACT 
population, with an average annual growth of 1.6% for the previous year to June 2009, will continue to 
grow. ‘This growth has had a positive effect on the ACT's economy and share of the Commonwealth 
Grants Commission funding, but it has outlined the population increase will place increased pressure on 
housing supply, health services and other infrastructure. The ACT Government is taking the recent 
population growth, and the rate of regional population projections and is working to identify the 
elements of the regional economic catchment.' (End Note 1) What will be interesting to see is how the 
estimated resident population of the younger population evolves over time.

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FEATURE ARTICLE 2: SCHOOL AGE POPULATION WITHIN THE AUSTRALIAN 
CAPITAL REGION 


As the economic centre of the Australian Capital Region (ACR), ACT is impacted on by the changing 
demographic profile in the region. As the population grows in the ACR, the estimated resident 
population of the younger population is in decline. It was highlighted in the first feature article that the 
younger population has decreased in the ACT. This article will analyse the younger estimated resident 
population of the ACR and further analyse the NSW Statistical subdivisions (SSD) within the ACR. 
Analysis of the younger population will be broken down into two categories, Primary school age group 
(people aged 5 to 12 years) and Secondary school age group (people aged 13 to 18 years) by 
Statistical subdivision. The number of births registered in the NSW SSDs within the ACR will provide an 
indication of which areas are likely to grow. 


Younger population within the ACR 


In the five years to 30 June 2009, the Primary school age group in the ACR decreased by an average of 
0.5%, while the Secondary school age group grew by 0.1% on average per year since 30 June 2004. 


At 30 June 2009, the estimated resident population of the ACR Primary school age group was 58,700 
people, down 1,600 people (-2.7%) since 30 June 2004. Since June 2004, the Primary school age 
group has declined by an average of 0.5% per year, compared to the total ACR population (up 1.4%). 
At 30 June 2009, the Primary school age group made up 9.9% of the total population for ACR. This was 
just lower than the national proportion of 10.0%. 


At 30 June 2009, the estimated resident population of the ACR Secondary school age group was 
47,500 people, up 200 people (+0.5%, or +0.1% per year on average) since 30 June 2004. Over the 
same period, the total ACR population increased by an average of 1.4% per year. At 30 June 2009, the 
Secondary school age group made up 8.0% of the total population for ACR. This was equal to the 
national proportion.

Demographics of Primary school age group in the NSW SSDs within the ACR 


At 30 June 2009, the estimated resident population of Primary school age group of NSW SSDs within 
the ACR was 25,300 people, a decrease of 700 (-2.8%) since 30 June 2004. Population in this age 
group has declined by an average of 0.6% per year from June 2004 to June 2009. For the same period, 
the total population of NSW SSDs within the ACR has increased by 1.3% on average per year. 


At 30 June 2009, the Primary school age group made up 10.4% of the total population of NSW SSDs 
within the ACR. This was higher than both the ACT (9.5%) and the national proportion (10.0%). 


In the five years to 30 June 2009, the population of Queanbeyan SSD grew by 300 people, while Lower 
South Coast SSD fell by 500 people, Other SSD fell by 300 and Southern Tablelands SSD fell by 200. 
Snowy SSD remained unchanged. Queanbeyan SSD had the highest average annual growth of 0.9% 
for the five years to June 2009, while the Other SSD decreased by 2.0% per year on average. 


As at 30 June 2009, Southern Tablelands SSD (31.2%) had the largest proportion of Primary school 
age group of the NSW SSDs within the ACR, followed by Lower South Coast SSD (26.6%), 
Queanbeyan SSD (22.4%), Other SSD (11.0%), and Snowy SSD (8.9%). As at 30 June 1999, Southern 
Tablelands SSD (31.4%) had largest proportion of Primary school age group of the NSW SSDs within 
the ACR, followed by Lower South Coast SSD (26.6%), Queanbeyan SSD (18.4%), Other SSD 
(12.5%), and Snowy SSD (8.8%).

Some quick facts on the Primary school age group for each NSW SSD within the ACR: 


Queanbeyan's population grew at a steady rate. 

Southern Tablelands’ and Snowy's population remained steady from 1999 to 2009. 
Lower South Coast's population has decreased each year from 2000. 

Other population has decreased each year since 1999. 


Demographics of Secondary school age group of the NSW SSD within the ACR 


At 30 June 2009, the estimated resident population of the Secondary school age group of NSW SSDs 
within the ACR was 20,300 people, an increase of 1,000 (+5.4%) since 30 June 2004. This represents 
an annual average growth rate of 1.1%. In comparison, the average annual rate of growth for the total 
population of NSW SSDs within the ACR was 1.3%. 


At 30 June 2009, the Secondary school age group made up 8.3% of the total population for Remainder 


ACR. This was higher than both the ACT (7.7%) and the national proportion (8.0%). 


In the five years to 30 June 2009, the population of Southern Tablelands SSD grew by 400 people. 
Queanbeyan SSD grew by 300, Lower South Coast SSD by 300 and Snowy SSD by 200, while Other 
SSD fell by 100 people. Snowy SSD had the highest average annual growth of 1.8% for the five years 
to June 2009, while Other SSD decreased by 0.9% on average per year for the same period. 


For 30 June 2009, Southern Tablelands SSD (30.4%) had the largest proportion of Secondary school 
age group in the ACR remainder. This was followed by Lower South Coast SSD (29.4%), Queanbeyan 
SSD (20.9%), Other SSD (10.3%), and Snowy SSD (9.2%). Southern Tablelands SSD (32.1%) also 
had largest proportion of Secondary school age group of NSW SSDs within the ACR at 30 June 1999, 
followed by Lower South Coast SSD (28.4%), Queanbeyan SSD (18.3%), Other SSD (12.4%), and 
Snowy SSD (8.8%).

= Southern Tablelands’ population fluctuated between 5,600 and 5,800 from 1999 and 2005 but 
increased each year after.

Births in the Remainder ACR 
In 1998, there were 2,600 births registered as NSW SSDs residents within the ACR. Over time from 


1998 to 2008, births of NSW SSDs within the ACR reached a low of 2,400 in 2002. In 2008, the number 
of NSW SSDs residents within the ACR born was 2,700.

Between 1998 and 2008, Queanbeyan SSD (+28.0%) had the largest increase in births. Lower South 
Coast SSD (+8.5%) was the only other SSD to record an increase, while the Other SSD (-11.6%), 
Southern Tablelands SSD (-3.9%) and the Snowy SSD (-1.3%) all decreased.

Some quick facts on the births for each NSW SSD within the ACR: 


a Births of Queanbeyan residents steadily increased between 1998 and 2008 

= Births of Southern Tablelands residents steadily increased between 2004 and 2008 

a Births of Lower South Coast residents have fluctuated year-to-year but increased overall between 
1998 and 2008 

= Births of Snowy residents remained steady between 1998 and 2008 

= Births of the Other residents of the ACR have steadily decreased between 1998 and 2008 


Looking Forward 


Population increases are prevalent in areas just outside the ACT for both Primary and Secondary 
school age groups and in Lower South Coast and Snowy for the Secondary school age group. 
Increases in areas just outside the ACT could be due to families seeking more affordable housing and 
lower living expenses, while Lower South Coast and Snowy's large increases could be due to 
opportunities of the seasonal occupations. Queanbeyan had the largest average annual growth of 1.2% 
for the five years to June 2009 for school age population for SSDs outside the ACT and is only 
surpassed by Gungahlin (average annual growth of 5.3% for the five years to June 2009) terms of 
growth for the ACR.

= Inthe March quarter 2010, accommodation takings for ACT hotels, motels and serviced apartments 
with 15 or more rooms increased by 12.0% to $60.8 million, compared to the previous quarter. 

= The March quarter 2010 room occupancy rate of 80.2 for ACT hotels, motels and serviced 
apartments with 15 or more rooms was 8.5 percentage points higher than the previous quarter. 

= For ACT hotels, motels and serviced apartments with 15 or more rooms, the average takings per 


room night occupied in the March quarter 2010 increased to $170 from the previous quarter's 
takings of $163. 


Consumer Price Index (CPI) 


a The All Groups CPI for Canberra rose 0.3% in the June quarter 2010, compared to a rise of 0.6% in 
the previous quarter. 

= Over the year to June 2010, the All Groups CPI for Canberra rose 2.3%, compared to an annual 
rise of 2.1% to June 2009. 

= The most significant price rises for Canberra in the June quarter 2010 were for Tobacco (+15.9%), 
Hospital and medical services (+3.4%), House purchases (+1.2%), Rents (+0.9%) and Furniture 
(+3.6%). The most significant offsetting price falls were for Vegetables (-7.2%), Motor Vehicles 
(-1.8%), Women's outerwear (-6.8%), Fruit (-6.9%) and Domestic holiday travel and 
accommodation (-2.2%). 


National accounts 


= State final demand for the ACT increased by 1.2% (trend terms) between the December quarter 
2009 and the March quarter 2010 - the fourth quarterly increase in a row. Growth this quarter was 
driven by Public gross fixed capital formation (+2.9%), General government final consumption 
expenditure (+1.7% and Household final consumption expenditure (+1.1%). Offsetting the growth 
was Private gross fixed capital formation declining 2.6%. 

= Over the year to the December quarter 2009, state final demand for the ACT increased by 8.1% 
(trend terms), mainly due to a rise in General government ($341m). 


Labour Force 


= The trend estimate of employed persons in ACT increased by 200 to 200,900 from May 2010 to 
June 2010. Full-time employed persons increased by 500 to 149,400 and part-time employment 
decreased by 300 to 51,500. 

= From June 2009 to June 2010, the trend estimate of employed persons for ACT increased by 7,500 
with full-time employed persons increasing by 3,600 and part-time employed persons increasing by 
3,900. 

= The trend estimate of unemployed persons in ACT decreased by 100 to 6,800 from May 2010 to 
June 2010 and by 400 from June 2009 to June 2010. 

= The trend unemployment rate for ACT remained steady at 3.3% from May to June 2010 to March 
2010 and increased by 0.3 of a percentage point from June 2009 to June 2010. From May 2010 to 
June 2010, the male unemployment rate decreased by 0.2 of a percentage point to 3.5% while the 
female unemployment rate increased by 0.1 of a percentage point to 3.0%. 

a The trend participation rate for the ACT remained steady at 73.1% from May 2010 to June 2010. 


The male participation rate decreased by 0.3 of a percentage point to 76.5% and the female 
participation rate increased by 0.1 of a percentage point to 69.8%. 


Retail Trade 


m In seasonally adjusted terms, total retail turnover in the ACT increased by 0.5% from May 2010 
($377m) to June 2010 ($379m). Nationally, there was an increase of 0.2% over the same period. 

= Household goods retailing (+5.0%) and Department stores (+1.3%) increased in June 2010, while 
Other retailing (-1.4%), Cafes, restaurants and takeaway food services (-1.1%) were the largest 
decreases. 


Building Approvals 


= The trend estimate for the number of dwelling units approved in the ACT was 410 in June 2010, an 
increase of 5.7% from the previous month. 

= Over the year to June 2010, there were 4,047 dwelling units approved in the ACT, an increase of 
47.5% over that for the year to June 2009 (2,743). 


Housing Finance 


= In trend terms, the value of owner occupied housing finance commitments (excluding alterations 
and additions) in the ACT decreased by 2.0% from May 2010 ($245m) to June 2010 ($240m). 

= The number of commitments for owner occupied housing finance in the ACT decreased by 1.6% 
from May 2010 (925) to June 2010 (910), in trend terms. 

= In trend terms over the year to June 2010, there were 12,295 owner occupied housing finance 
commitments in the ACT, an increase of 4.2% over that for the year to June 2009 (11,799). 

a In original terms, the number of commitments for owner occupied housing finance in the ACT for 
June 2010 was 969. Of this, 11.0% related to the construction of dwellings, 5.7% to the purchase of 
new dwellings and 83.3% to the purchase of established dwellings (including refinancing). 


House Price Index 


= Preliminary estimates show the price index for established houses in Canberra increased by 2.1% 
in the June quarter 2010 and 19.6% over the year to June quarter 2010. 

= The Canberra project home price index increased 1.4% in the June quarter 2010 and 2.8% over the 
year to June quarter 2010.

Employed full time 


The average number of Australian Capital Territory (ACT) usual residents employed full time in the 12 
months ending May 2010 was 147,000, similar to the previous year (147,300), and up 9.4% (+12,600) 
from May 2005 (134,400). The average number of people employed full time in Australia in the 12 

months ending May 2010 was 7.6 million, down 0.7% (-55,000) from the year to May 2009 (7.7 million) 


and up 8.9% (623,800) from the 12 months ending May 2005 (7 million). 


From the 12 months ending May 2005 to the 12 months ending May 2010 the number of full time 
employed persons in the 65 years and over age group in the ACT experienced the strongest growth of 


all age groups up 1,100 (+110%). Nationally, the 65 years and over age group experienced the 


strongest growth in the number of employed persons with an increase of 54,300 (+63.5%). 


Employed part time 


The average number of ACT usual residents employed part time in the 12 months ending May 2010 
was 49,600, up 1.8% from the previous year (48,700). Nationally, the average number of people 
employed part time in the 12 months ending May 2010 was 3.2 million, up 5% (+158,800) from 2009 
(3.1 million). 


The proportion of people employed part time, aged 15-24 years, has consistently been higher than any 
other age group in the ACT and nationally. However, the proportion in the ACT has declined from 
35.8% in 2005 to 34.4% in 2010, while nationally the decline was from 28.6% in 2005 to 27.2% in 2010.

Based on employment by industry division, the largest employer in the ACT for the 12 months ending 
May quarter 2010 was Public Administration and Safety (58,500). This was also the industry with the 
largest increase in employed persons between the quarter ending May 2005 and quarter ending May 
2010 (10,700 persons).

Usual hours worked by employed persons, on average, during the 12 months ending May 2010 differed 


between the ACT and Australia. A smaller proportion of full-time workers in the ACT worked 41 hours or 
more per week (33.3%) compared with Australia (37.3%). However, a larger proportion of ACT full-time 
employed (65.1%) worked between 35-40 hours than the national average (60.8%). In the 12 months 
ending May 2010 the most common hours usually worked by people employed part time in the ACT and 
Australia were 16-29 hours per week (ACT 41.3%, Australia 42.7%).

In trend terms, Average Weekly Earnings (AWE) of $1,169 for the ACT in February 2010 were $200 
higher than the national average of $969. AWE increased 7.2% between February 2009 and February 
2010 for the ACT (from $1,090 to $1,169) and 5.8% for Australia (from $916 to $969).
